• * No one speaks now of the terrible suspicion 
which grew out of the Kennedy assassination in 
D allas—that the young president m ight hav e 
Keen killed by his av owed enem ies in that

It was not im plausible at that tim e to believ e 
’ D allas tem pers m ight hav e boiled ov er It was 
*ITOt implausible to believ e the hatred which 
P resident Kennedy’s political enem ies had been 
• fa n n in g m ight hav e flared Into an act of lethal 
tflolence. 
Ev en after suspicion had shifted from John 
' Kennedy * known opponents in the m ost rabidly 
‘ bpstile Texas city to I/ee Harv ey Oswald, citi­ 
zens of Dallas were contrite and apologetic for 
U»** extrem ism that had 
giv en 
them 
a 
bad 
reputation. 
The city took po sitiv e steps to create a better 
im age. The step* were so successful that no th­ 
ing is heard no w about the ex trem ists who had 
Adv ertised their hatred so blatantly they were 


deem ed capable of com m itting v iolence 
During the dark days and weeks of grief and 
rem orse following the assassination, the whole 
nation resolv ed to av oid any repetition of the 
hard feelings that w ere giv ing national politic* 
aspects of ugliness it had not borne since th* 
sm ear cam paign against H erbert Hoov er, 
A m ericans were frightened by potentialities 
of v iolence they had discov ered in their own 
thoughts. What Lee Harv ey Oswald had done, if 
It finally could be established beyond a doubt 
that he had been the assassin, was no w orst 
than what they had been talking about doing. 
Dallas now is talking about a suitable m e­ 
morial to m ark the spot of the assassination. 
Visitor* to the city all want to see the p ltc t 
w here the tragedy occurred 
Perhaps the m e­ 
m orial would be most m eaningful if it renounced 
the political hatred that m ade a whole city re ­ 
m orseful after John F. Kennedy had been killed 
on its itreets. 


Keeping the Casualty Score 


As the fig hting In Viet Nam g ro w* fiercer 
and blo o dier, the pro spect o f ano ther unwelco me 
"Similarity to the Ko rean War lo o ms larg er. 
The military mind like* to keep the battlefield 
sco re in terms o f casualties inflicted and casual­ 
ties sustained. It em phasizes ho w many ho stiia 
Vietnamese are being destro y ed by U.S 
fire­ 
po wer. 
. -This is do ne in a curio us way . The enemy 
,dead o n the battlefield are co unted and the to tal 
added to an estim ate o f bo dies remo v ed. There 
is no way o f estimating the wo unded, and this 
shapes up like the kind o f a war in which 
priso ners rarely are taken 
( In battle repo rts, the enemy to tal is g iv en in 
ro und fig ures, but the U. S. caualties in adjeo 
liv e* — heav y , medium and lig ht. 
At interv als, th« U S. military Issues co m ­ 
po site 
repo rta 
and 
casualties, 
av erting 
the 
« necessity o f co mbining bad news abo ut casual- 
ties with g o o d news abo ut the day -to -day pro * 
g ress o f the war. 


This Is a standard procedure, practiced by 
all nations in all w ars. But it leav es ev ery­ 
thing to be desired from an Am erican v iewpoint. 
During the Korean W ar. daily reports of Chi­ 
nese dead piled up in windrows by superior 
U. S. firepow er becam e common. There wa* 
no doubt about it—A m erican figting men w ere 
inflicting extrem ely heav y casualties, 
c 
But gradually another realization formed in 
A m erican m inds The enem y’* gov ernm ent and 
m ilitarists did not hold hum an life as dear as 
it was held in the United States. 
One for one. two for one, ev en three for one 
could not be thought of as a fair exchange in 
keeping battle scores. Ev en ten for one or 
m ore still left the United States on the short 
end. 
Viet N am is not China. But ev en with its 
sm all population, there can be no scorekeeping 
in term s of casualties. The death of a thousand 
hostile V ietnam ese would not offset the d eaih 
o f one U S. soldier. 


One Culprit Was Football 


' 
A well-founded suspicion that football w as one 
culprit in the U.S. Air Force cheating 
scandal 
■is confirm ed by what has happened to recom ­ 
m endations of 
a special com m ittee that studied 
th e academ y's practices. 
The Air Fo rce anno unced this week it had 
’adopted m ost of the com m ittee’s recom m enda­ 
tio ns. One of these was to reduce em phasis on 
football in light of the fact eight tim es as m any 
football » players as other cadets had been in- 
Vdlv ed in the cheating scandals. 


This was rem iniscent of 
a prev ious cheating 
scandal at West Po int, which was who lly a fo o t­ 
ball by pro duct. The stig ma was no t o n the g am e, 
nor on 
the fo o tball play « rs. but o n the Illo g ical 
•and 
incqui'able arrang ement that put athletes 
• who play ed fo o tball under ex treme pressure to 


keep their grades up to sniff. 


No allowance w as m ade for the tim e they 


spent practicing, the energy they used up. or 
the necessity of spending m any weekends aw ay 


from the academ y They were expected to keep 


on an av ocation that Is a v ocation when foot­ 
ball is ov er em phasized. 


The Air Force 
Academy 
says it has de- 
em phasized football. It says it is doing m any 
other things recom m ended by the special com ­ 
m ittee. 


It says it is confident there will be no re­ 
currence of 
a scandal that disturbed the na­ 
tion and left the im pression of m any young m en 
hav ing been caught in 
a situation they w ere 
unprepared to handle.

(introduction of autom ated oil burning Diesel 
engines which need no outmoded firem en) re ­ 
sulted in the elim ination ot som e 13.000 jobs in 
the past two ye ars, only a handful of m en hav e 
suffered or are unemployed 
In truth, m ost of the form er fire stokers — 


whose trade went out with the coal burning, 
sm oke belching locom otiv e — are prospering. 
F irst it should be understood that the firem en 
w ere m ostly elim inated aboard the Diesel en­ 
gines shunting in the yards and hauling freight 
trains. Though there are no fires to tend now, 
firem en still ride Diesels on passenger runs. 
The elim ination of 18 .000 firem en’s jobs on 
yard and freight operations did not m ean the 
wholesale firing of 18 .000 men. First, at least, 
1.000 firem en were put on the passenger runs or 
in other com parable jobs. 


About 4.000 other firem en hav e been prom oted 
to higher grade work on the railroads 


ANOTHER 4,5000 FIR EM EN decided to pick 
up their option to quit. They receiv ed an av ­ 
erage of 15.600 apiece. V irtually all of them 
now are working or getting retirem ent pen­ 
sions.

and the v oting power. In the 20 years since the 
U N was organized, die United States has con­ 
tributed $2 42 billion out of the total of *5.37 
billion collected, which includes all asse-sm ents 
ir d v oluntary paym en s. Thus A m erica’s share 
of the expense lias been 45 per cent. Yet the 
Sov iet Union in the sam e period paid or y $213 
m l!Ion. or less than 5 per cent o 
the total. 
What brings up this question is the jiecular 
v ote recorded ui the United Nations G eneral 
Assembly last week when 47 m em bers v oted to 
adm it Red O . na and 47 v oted against the ad­ 
mission, while 20 abstained. An exam .nation of 
the way the v otes were cast rev eals that the 
group of 47 for Red China was m ade up alm ost 
ent'reiy of countries in Africa. E astern E uro-* 
and Asia which are engaged in trade with the 
Com m unists. 
. inland. D enm ark and Sw eden are friends 
of the United States but they lie close to Russia 
on the Baltic, and presum ably It's expedient to 
av oid friction with their powerful neighbor The 
United Arab Republic has been receiv ing fi­ 
nancial aid from the Sov iet Union and v oted with 
it in the U N. 


THE NORTH AFRICAN countries went along 
with France, which has dev eloped a pohc> that 
curries fav or with Red China in order to m ain 
tain certain financial and business connections 
for French industrialists who hav e had extensiv e 
dealings in the area once known as Indochina 
but now div ided into Viet Nam, Cambodia and 
Laos 
Gen. de Gaulle can. of course, argue that he 
recognized the Red Chine gov ernm ent a year 
or so ago because the British had done so The 
difference, howev er, is that G reat Britain gav e 
its diplom atic recognition prior to 1950, when 
the Red Chinese brazenly attacked the United 
Nations forces in Korea Also, the British hold 
Hong Kong, an im portant trading center on the 
Asian m ainland, and they don’t want the Red 
Chinese to depriv e them of that source ot 
rev enue. 
But how long is the United States going to be 
subjected to the m enace of a v oting com bina­ 
tion whereby the Sov iet Union, though som e­ 
tim es quarreling with Red China outw ardly, 
m anages nev ertheless to work with toe Peking 
regim e against the United States? 
Fifteen different system s of "w eighted v ot­ 
ing" in the U N. hav e been studied in v ain by 
the D epartm ent of State. Some are based on 
population, som e on financial contributions to 
the U.N., and som e on com parisons of gross 
na'ional product. None of these plans has as 
yet been form ally adv ocated by the United 
States. 


T1IK UNITED STATES in 1965 Is paying 37 
per cent of the total asse- 
nrnts of the U N. 
This is m uch larger than any other nation's 
contribution. In fact, m ore than four-fifths of 
the 117 m em bers are assessed at less than one 
per cent each. Indeed, m ore than one-third of 
all the m em bers pay the m inim um assessm ent 
of less than four-tenths of one per cent. 
The realistic fact is that the money contri­ 
butions to the U.N are h av iest on the United 
States. Sooner or later the A m erican people 
are going to be urged to Withdraw from an 
organization that is controlled by m any sm all 
nations whicn happen to be influenced by im 
perialistic regim es. 
The probsem will ultim ately hav e to be set 
tied mi a practical basis—that the polities of 
the nation which puts up the most money and 
furnishes the largest am ount of economic aid 
to the other nations of the world shouldn’t be 
subjected to a m ajority v ote by a bloc of m em ­ 
bers whose v otes are m anipulated or intim idated 
by Communist Im perialism
